ing offered to cotton farmers all 
over the United States. 
Regula­ 
tions for adm inistration of the pro­ 
gram are being drafted. 
Details of the operation as they 
will effect cotton farmers are as 
follows, according to information 
received by Elvin 
Burke, 
Scctt 
County 
Agriculture Conservation 
Association. 
For planting less than the acre­ 
age allotment in 1941 or the meas­ 
ured acreage of 1940, whichever is 
less, stamps will be issued at the 
rate of 10 cents a pound times the 
normal yield of the underplanted 
acreage in 1941, but not to exceed 
$25 per family in 
the 
case 
of 
sharecroppers, tenants and owner- 
operators. Owners of farms oper­ 
ated by tenants may qualify for a 
maximum of $50 worth of stamps 
Where a landlord 
received 
one- 
fourth of the crop, he will be eli­ 
gible to receive one fourth of the 
stamps, but not 
to 
exceed 
$50 
worth of stamps. For farms where 
the landlord received one-half of 
the crop, he is eligible to receive 
one-half of th e stamps but not to 
exceed $50 worth of stamps. 
The following is an example of 
how the new program would op­ 
erate in the case of a farm er with 
a 10-acre allotm ent in 1941, and 
who planted 10 acres in 1940, and 
a normal yield of 250 pounds per 
acre. This farmer, if he planted 
within his acreage allotment of 10 
acres, would receive full conserva­ 
tion and parity payments avail­ 
able under the program. However, 
if he wished to participate in the 
supplem entary program, he could 
reduce his plantings by one acre, 
or have a total of 9 acres. For the 
acre reduced he would receive cot­ 
ton stamps at the rate of 10 cents 
per pound for the 250 pound nor­ 
mal yield, or $25 worth. He could 
then exchange the stamps at his 
local retail store for cotton goods. 
The m erchant would redeem the 
stamps, at face value, from the 
Surplus Marketing Administration.

They learned that hawks do not 
prey on quail and, far from being 
a menace to wildlife, the 
hawks 
and owls had been a benefit to the 
farmers by eliminating field mice 
and other crop pests. 
On December 
19. 
the 
Macon | 
County Conservation 
Federation, 
convinced that 
the 
hawks 
and 
owls in the county had been 
de­ 
pleting the quail population, start­ 
ed a two weeks drive on the birds. 
They paid a bounty of 25 cents a | 
bird. 
The drive closed December 
31. 
The project was carried out with 
the cooperation of 
the 
Missouri 
Conserv ation Commissipn, and the 
birds were delivered to 
the 
Co­ 
operative W ildlife Research Unit at 
the University of Missouri, where 
the contents ot the birds’ stomachs 
were examined, to determine what 
they had been eating. 
Examination of stomach contents 
is the one sure way to 
find 
out 
what a bird or animal 
has 
been 
eating, 
if the hawks and owls had 
been feeding on quail, chickens or 
other birds, the remains would ap­ 
pear in considerable number in the 
stomachs. 
The stomach contents of the 240 
birds showed clearly that 
nearly 
all the birds fed on field mice and 
other small animals— and not o n ; 
birds 
The small 
rodents 
w e re ! 
found in 183 stomachs. 
Bird re­ 
mains were found in only 18. Nine 
had been feeding on insects and 
grass and 43 stomachs were empty. 
Of the 18 hawks and owls that 
contained signs of a bird diet, only 
one. a marsh hawk, contained the 


unmistakable signs of quail. 
Two 
others contained a feather or two 
that might have been 
those 
of 
quail, but this is not certain. 
It is well known that both marsh 
hawks and red-tails are often seen 
feeding on 
carrion. 
Also 
most 
hunters know 
that

marsh 
hawk is too weak and the red-tall 
too slow to catch a healthy vigor­ 
ous quail. 
So it is probable that 
even these may have been cases 
whe»e the hawk found a dead or 
crippled bird.

tect all— except the blue-tail and
